Southeastern Indiana Con fekbnck of the 
M. E. CllURcu. — Fourth Days Proceedings. — Ser- 
vices opened this morning as usual, Rev. Samuel 
Langdon leading the exercised. After reading 
and approving tbe minutes, the recommendation 
of local preachers to orders was taken up, acd 
several were elected. 

J lie Missionary Committee made their report, 
an appropriation of 1(1,940, concurred in by tbe 
Bishop, was adopted by the Conference. 

k>r. J. p. Durbin, as the Secretary of the Mis- 
sionary Board, made some very interesting re- 
marks bearing specially upon the financial re- 
sources and workings of the Society. He stated 
that by nervously carrying out the system gen- 
erally adopted, there need not be any failure in 
contributions and carrying forward this great ad- 
junct in spreading the Gospel through the world. 
And from the decision of the Christian world, 
the conclusion still will be, that the Methodist 
Church is a potoer in the land, her credit remain- 
ing unimpaired; and, to strengthen this flitter- 
ing position, the Secrotary stated by wav of en- 
couragement, that several of the Conferences 
already visited have made an advance upon 
their last year's contributions. 

Several responses followed from members cf the 
Conference, showing their willingness to attend 
to the Doctor’s suggestions. Dr. Nast, the father 
of the German work, made a few remarks in re- 
gard to the German publication interests, of 
which he is acting editor. The Apologist paper 
i self has a widening ictiuence, being enlarged 
to double its size, and still $1 per year — four 
pages devoted to secular news. 

Revs. Smith, Hamilton, Hester, and McGin- 
nis, of tbe Indiana Conference, and Dr. Parsons 
and Rev. G. W. Brush, of the Louisville Confer- 
ence were introduced to the body. 

Tbe committee for designating the time of the 
year for lifting collections reported. Accepted. 

The Committee on Conference Claimants re- 
ported. After revising tho appropriations, cor- 
rections, etc., the report was adopted. 

Tbe place of holding the next Conference was 
fixed on, viz: Greensburg, Ind. 

Rev. J. A. Brouse submitted his report in re- 
gard to the Mineral Springs property and semi- 
nary, near Jeffersonville. Referred to a commit- 
tee of three, viz; Revs. Brouse, Terrell, and 
Sullivan. 

Report on tract cause submitted and read, in- 
volving tbe following resolution: 

That we will as soon as we can after arriving 
in our fields of labor, present this cause to all our 
congregations and take contributions for it, and 
immediately forward the amounts to the Treas- 
urer, as the pressing demand in l>ehalf of cur no- 
ble sons and countrymen in tbe army demands. 
Adopted. 

Revs. Lewis and Forbes were granted superan- 
nuated relations. 

Conference adjourned. 

On Saturday evening the Sunday school Anni- 
versary of this Conference took place. Speeches 
were made by Dr. Bowman, I)r. Nast, and others.

OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENCE. 

To the Editors of the Ixniisville Journal: 

Paris. Tuesday, Sept. 3, 1861. 

A new brochure on the Italian question has 
just appeared in Paris under the title of “the 
Emperor, Rome, and Italv,” the substance of 
which is that the Eternal City is at this moment 
a second Coblent z, the hot- bed of conspiracies 
against the Emperor Napoleon and King Victor 
EmmaniP 1. The French flag can no longer serve 
as a safeguard to maebinations directed against 
the imperial dynasty itself; and every means of 
obtaining satisfaction from the Pontifical Govern- 
ment having failed, the French army will be 
speedily withdrawn. France will not permit 
Austria to take her place at Rom*; tbe principle 
of non-intervention will be rigidly munUined, 
and, before the retirement of tbe French, the Ro- 
man people will be called upon to express their 
own wishes. Should the vote l»e favorable to 
Victor Emmanuel, the imperial a my w ill be re- 
lieved by Italian troopv, and the King will pub- 
lish a proclamati n guaranteeing the independ- 
ence of the Church. This brochure bas made a 
considerable sensation, from the fact that it was 
at first attributed to the pen of M. de la Gueron- 
niere. It is now denied, however, that it was 
written by that gentleman. It is not possible 
that a statesman whose language heirs a very 
high official significance could have indulged in a 
comparison between the positions of Venice and 
Belgium, plainly indicating that not only must 
Venice hscome a part of reconstituted Italy, but 
that Belgium must be annexed to France. What- 
ever may be the opinions of M. de la Gueronniore 
on this subject, he certainly would not, at this 
juncture, hazard an expression of them in a po- 
litical pamphlet. The name of the real author 
still remains a secret. 

Meanwhile, the Duke de Gramont, who has 
been French Anbas^ador at Rome since 1X.»7, and 
is identified with the efforts of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment to obtain reasonable concessions from 
the Holy See, is now recalled, and the Marquis 
de Lavalette, late Ambassador to Constantinople, 
appointed in his mead. A new man indicates 
new measures, and the belief that a change of 
policy is to be inaugurated ii strengthened by 
the circumstance that the Marquis de Lavalette 
himself was, at a previous period, Minister to 
Turkey and was recalled in 1853, shortly b efore 
the commencement of tbe Russian campaign. W* 
The remarks mede by Lord Palmerston, at 
Dover, on the occasion of bis installation as Lord 
Warden of the Cirque Ports, have elicited con- 
siderable critical comment from the semi-official 
Paris press. Tbe Coostitutionnel, which, next 
to the Moniteur, is known to speak ‘by the card,” 
bluntly dec ares that the language or Ix>rd Pal- 
merston, at Dover, “forms a sad contrast to the 
speeches of the different Presidents of the French 
Councils General. Whilst French statesmen 
show themselves confilent in the future and sole- 
ly preoccupied about internal improvements, and 
inspired with the ideas and requirements of peace, 
Lord Palmerston endeavors to revive feelings of 
internal ional mistrust, to parpetuate old jealous- 
ies and hatreds, and to stir up unseasonably a 
bad v directed patrio ism.” 

This is undoubtedly stronger language than 
the occasion deserved. Notwithstanding their 
proximity to “merry England,” and the enlarged 
opportunities they now enjoy of studying English 
character acd customs, the French do not under- 
stand the local triviality of such festivities as the 
late ceremony of Dover, and that, without in- 
tending to wound anybody’s susceptibilities, it 
was necessary for Lord Palmerston to talk a little 
“bunkum,” in order togivethe proceedings spice. 
Politically, 1 do not think Lord Palmerston is 
liked anywhere except in England; but Ameri- 
cans, at ieast, have the manliness to admire his 
talents, his courage, and bis ster’ing devotion to 
what be believes to he his country’s welfare. 

The Moniteur, every line of which l>ettre an 
< fficial impress, is publishing a series of letters 
from the United States. The latest of the-e, 
dated New York, August 17th, is excetdingly fa- 
vorable to the Union cause. It fills over a col- 
umn of the official journal, and commences with 
a detailed account of the loan negotiations be- 
tween the Government and tbe barks of New 
York, Philadelphia, and Boston. Nothing if 
imp rtance had previously appeared in tbe Moni- 
teur except the paragraph, copied from the Pa- 
trie, relative to a future recognition of the Con- 
federate States, “when the government should 
be established on a permanent basis," &c. The 
following lines, which I translate from tbe letter 
referred to, will therefore be read with suprise: 
“The Government of Mr. Lincoln may lock 
upon tbe conclusion of this financial operation as 
u great victory. The eagerness with which the 
hanks have offered their assistance proves that 
the Government can count upon the support of 
all classes in defence of tbe Union and a vigor- 
ous prosecution of the war. All that may he ne- 
cessary to success will he instantly granted, but 
on the condition that the war shall be carried on 
otherwise than it bas been up to the present 
time.” 

The letter then goes on to describe the naval 
preparations in progress, and says that “before 
winter, the Federal marine will possess an impos- 
ing force, which will enable the Government to 
throw a corps d’armee into the Month and seize a 
port for the shipment to France awl England of 
the cotton they may require." Whether this let- 
ter is originally published in the Moniteur, or is 
copied from some other journal is of no conse- 
qnerce. Its mere appearance in the columns of 
the Moniteur is the important fact, and will un- 
doubtedly he hailed with great satisfaction in tbe 
United States. 

Mires, the banker, has appealed to the Court of 
Cassation against the judgments of the lower 
tribunals, sentencing him to five years' imprison- 
ment. Should his appeal he rejected, the last 
hope is in the narrow possibility of obtaining a 
pardon from the Emperor.

Washington Gossip — This is the fatal day 
fixed by Beauregard for the capture of Washing- 
ton; as he didn't come, we conclude he was un- 
provided with a pa s to cross the river. 

No rebel flag nor tioops are now discernible on 
Munson s Hill. Tbe story runs that the retreat 
ot the rebel forces from Cheat Mountain will end 
in their junction with Beauregard's army besieg- 
ing Washington. They will add little strength 
to its fighting material.’ 

Our escaped prisoners state that tbe rebels have 
no thorough or permanent fortifications outside of 
Manassas. Tbe forts at and opposite Washington 
will soon be formidable works, to endure long af- 
ter the war, for tbe defence of tbe Federal Capi- 
tal.

The resolutions of Mr. Jacob, referred some days 
since to the Committee on Federal Relations, 
were reported back acd adopted by tbe usual 
majority. A bill to suspend tbe sessions of the 
Circuit Courts in certain counties, caused an ani 
mated debate, some contending that it would op- 
perate as a relief measure and others arguiug 
that all tbe courts should be suspended or none, 
and that this e\ stem vf partial legislation was de- 
trimental to tbe interests of tbe people and sub 
versive of the proper administration of justice. A 
motion to recommend the bill to the Committee 
on Circuit Ccurts was adopted, 49 to 10. A bill 
amending the law with respect to billiard table*, 
changing the license to $00 for tho first table to 
any one saloon and $25 for all others was refused 
a second reading. This is most unfortunate legis- 
lation, for the present high license prevents 
tables from being set up and thus the reve 
nues are irjurtd. The city of Louisville bus 
been deprived of a handsome income from this 
cause. Mr. Houston reported a bill making it i 
inisderaeancr to sell liquor to a soldier or voiun 
teer in uniform under a penalty of $10 line and 
20 days imprisoment. Mr. Heady moved to 
ameod unless the soldier has the written psrmis- 
sion of his commanding officer. The bill ar d 
amendment wero referred to the Committee on 
Military Affairs. Mr. Burnam moved to take up 
the Senate resolution fixing Monday the 30th irsL, 
as the day of adjournment, the Legislature to meet 
again on the first Monday in December. The 
House refused to take it up— yeas 41, nays 35. 
It required two-thirds. 

Senators M. T. Marshall and Worthington were 
appointed on the j >int committee to wait on Gen. 
Anderson. Indefinite leave of ahsence was grant- 
ed to Senators Rhea, Cissell, Jenkins, and W. T. 
Anthony, in consequence of the disturbed state 
of their respective localities. There seems to he 
something like a Nemesis which brings to the 
very homes and hearts of these gentlemen the 
first effects of the terrible results which they have 
been so instrumental in promoting. The same 
privilege was extended by the House to Messrs. 
Boone, of Graves, Barlow, of Barren, Mattbew- 
son, of Calloway, Gaines, of Trigg, apd Merritt, 
of Livingston and Lyon, while Messrs. Desha, 
Ewing, Silvertooth, and others have left without 
tbe formal permission of the House. 

lion. Laban T. Moore is here on a visit. There 
was a groundless report that he sympathized with 
the disunionists, but he tells me, “When yon 
know that the Cumberland Mountains have slid 
down into tbe Delta of the Mississippi, or that a 
fine cotton crop has been grown along the Penob- 
scot, or upon the bleak peaks of Mount Washing- 
ton, then set down as true any report that I have 
turned to be a secessionist.”

From Virginia — Wanton Destruction of Prop- 
erty . — A gentleman from Berkiv countv, Vu., ar- 
rived at Washing'on on Thursday. He reports 
that the destruction of property on the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad exceeded anything heretofore 
reported. The intention of the rebels evidently 
is to make the rord valueless as a means of trans- 
portation for the Government in case they should 
he driven from northern Virginia. Hence in ad- 
dition to tearing up tbe rails, seizing lccomotives, 
cars, tools, and everything of any service to 
them, increas ng their own facilities by extend- 
ing the Winchester road to Strasburg, they are 
wantonly destroying the road bed, bridges, hold- 
ings, watering stations, and every other species 
of property which may at a future time lie ne- 
cessary or u^ful to tbe successful working of the 
road.

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal : 

Louisville Sept. 21, 1861. 

I notice in your paper of this morning an arti- 
cle copied from the Evansville (Ind ) Journal 
not only contradicting the correction you kindly 
made for me of that paper s misstatements con- 
cerning fhe destination of tbe 1 000 barrels of 
mv salt ee z*l in Green River September 10th, 
but attempting to justify its previous misstate- 
ments by a singular tissue of falsehoods purport- 
mg to come from the Col lector^ ’s office in Evans- 
vi.le touching the previous load of salt shipped 
jelow by me under permit of August 221. 

As a minister of tbe Gospel compelled bv duty 
to attend to secular business, I have felt an 
aversion to parading my name in connection 
with secular affairs of any sort before the public. 
Hence, under your correction of the former mis- 
statement as sufficient protection to my chsrac 
t**r, I was content quietly to submit to a lose 
of one or two thousand dollars by this urjust di- 
version of my property from its lawful destination. 
But as this journalist now renews \ he assault upon 
my character, aid I happen to have the means 
at hand to expose the recklessness and malignity 
of bis riatementa, I must ask the favor of a p’ace 
in your paper for the documentary proof, premis- 
ing that this is all 1 know of the matter person- 
ally, since the business on the river below is man- 
aged by Captain Ross, whom 1 have always 
found to be a man of honor and honesty. 1 have 
never been at Evansville except to pass though 
it once in March last. 

First then touching the boAt load of salt sent 
l»elow under the permit of August 22d. Tbe 
Evansville Journal says: 

“We learn at the Surveyor's office that on a pre 
vious occasion Mr. Robinson visited our city with 
a salt boat, and succeeded in obtaining a permit 
from tbe Surveyor to retail it out along the river 
in quantities not to exceed five barrels to anyone 
person or firm. In no case was he to sell any 
salt at Smitbland or Padncah. Having obtained 
this permit, the gentleman started down tbe 
river, and in direct violation of his agreement, 
sold most of the salt to Mills & Co., ofSmithlard, 
whence, of course, it vas shipped direct to the 
rebel camps.” 

Now, to show how much tbe public may credit 
the author of ruch a statement, happening to 
have the original permit (herewith sent for your 
inspection) I subjoin the copy in full, Mr. ‘Cot- 
ton’s letter of permit, and Surveyor Robinson’s 
endorsement at Evansville: 

“U. 8. Custom-House Office. 

“A. L Robinson , Surveyor , Eransville, Ind.: 

“Sir: I have this day granted a permit to Rev. 
8. Robinson to ship to his different agents on the 
Ohio River one ti^t boat load of salt, which (per- 
mit) I trust will be recognized, as I feel assured 
he will have it properly distributed in this State, 
and (it) is not intended for points in seceded 
States. He will distribute it alao in small sales 
to consumers. Yours, respectfully, 

“C. B. COTTON, Surveyor.” 
Arriving at Evansville, this indorsement is 
made on the above letter: 

“Surveyor’s Office, ) 
Evansville, Ind., Aug. 22, 1861. f 
M ’The above load salt — 825 barrels of salt — 
permitted. A. L. ROBINSON, Surveyor.” 
Now let any one compare the accoupt in the 
Louisville Journal of this permit with the permit 
itself, and thus judge of this miserable assault on 
my character. 1 need only add that Capt. Roes 
reported the sale and distribution to various par- 
ties on the Ohio river, at the regular Ohio river 
prices — some of it at or near the mouth of Cum- 
berland, unuer direction of Mills & Co., who have 
been the regular agents at that point for many 
vesrs, and of whose intention or disposition to 
ship to rebel camps 1 neither knew nor even sus- 
pected anything. The permit has not a syllable 
of the restretions declared to have been made. 
And this was tbe only boat- load sent by me be- 
low, under the permit system, previous to that 
sent to Green River. Yet this journalist pro- 
fesses to speak from information obtained at the 
Surveyor's office thus directly in the teeth of the 
official permit of th« Surveyor him*elf ! 

Haring disposal thus summarily of this 
reckless statement touching the first boat and the 
permit for it, I submit fur your inspection and 
prcceed to present copies of the permit’s instruc- 
tions, &c., under which the second !>oat went to 
Green river, as impressions were taken from them 
on the letter book at our salt agenev: 

Tbe Evausville Journal says: “No telegraphic 
difpaUh has been received here by tbe Surveyor 
from the Lou^ville Collector in regard to tbe 
matter. We doubt if one was ever s nt.” 

Now, by Mr. Cotton’s permission, 1 furnish all 
tbe documents connect'd with the second boat. 
This is the permit: 

Louisville, Ky., Aug. 2, 1861. 
Permission is hereby granted to W. C. Brooks, 
(agent of Stewart Robinson,) to ship the follow- 
ing described goods down the Ohio river to Evans- 
ville, led., where the boat is to be report'd for 
permit if desired to he carried past, to-wi : One 
Hat boat load ot salt (about 1000 barrel*) which 
can he sold or deporited in reasonable quantities 
with l heir regular agents and sUd to parlies for 
Kentucky consumption. 

CHAS. B. COTTON. 

In this permit, after adviting with Mr. Cot- 
ton, finding it useless to go below Evansville, 
aud d»s ring to >end any portion of the salt that 
might be unsold at Green river, u*> that river, 
while in 12 cr 15 miles this side of Evansville, I 
endors'd on the permit, “Mr. Cotton says this 
permit is good for Green river.” 

When the news came that tne boat was seized, 

I obtained from Mr. Cotton the following tele- 
graphic dispatch, which was sent with one to 
Capt. Ro68, and as Capt. Ross received his, I 
have every reason to believe Surveyor Robinson 
received this: 

Louisville, Sept. 9, 1861. 

A. L. Robinson, Esq., Evansville, Ind —Mr. 
Robinson states truly that I agretd his boat 
should ascend Green river. 

CHAS B. COTTON, Surveyor. 

It is plain enough, therefore, that my salt was 
in Green river according to law. If there was 
any arrangement of Surveyor’s districts which 
made if needful to obtain any other permit than Mr. 
Cotton’s, 1 was ignorant of the fact; and anyone 
who knows w hit fiat boat navigation is, perceives 
at once how prep< sterous the idea is of taking a 
flat boat 12 or 15 miles below the mouth of Green 
river to get a permit to ascend that river, then 
tow it hack against the Ohio current. 

As to any intention on my part to make any 
unlawful sa e of the salt, or contrary to the terms 
of the permit, it is sufficient to present this ex- 
tract from the letter of instructions, under date 
of September 7lh — three days before the seizurh 
of the boat — to Capt. Ross, forwarded to meet 
him at B >wling Green, and yet 1 suppose in the 
hands of Mr. Graham, of this city : 

“In the present state of things I desire you to 
be very particular in observing the conditions 
of your permit in distributing salt in lots to sup- 
ply the general wants of the people. If you 
cannot sell at about the price, leave the remnant 
in good hands at Bowling Green, to be held and 
distributed at tbe price. Messrs. Graham and 
Philips are agents of long standing. If they de- 
cline it I will propose to Mr. Cotton to select an 
agent to take it. 

“STUART ROBINSON.” 
Subsequent to this, in order to remove all pos- 
sible objection on Surveyor Robinson's part, I ap- 
plied to Mr. Cotton suggesting Mr. A. Price of 
Bowling Green, as the person to whom the salt 
should be sent for sale and distribution. I re- 
ceived from him the following note to Surveyor 
Robinson. 

“U. S. Custom House Office,^ 
Louisville, Sept. 13, 1861. f 
“Dear Sir: I wrote you this morning. I have 
read the proposition of the Rev. Mr. Robinson. 
Mr. Price is a reliable gentleman, and would act 
honorably in the matter. You have the salt, I 
understar d. Use your discretion and liberality 
so far as consistent with your duty, i confide in 
Mr. Robinson. Yours, respectfullv, 

“CHAS. B. COTTON, Surveyor. 

A. L. Robinson, Evansville, Ind.” 

With this indisputable evidence in the case, 
giving the most unqualified contradiction to ev- 
ery charge of the Evansville Journal affecting 
my honor and honesty in this matter, I leave it 
to the conscience of these assailants. I must con- 
fess 1 am at a loss to account for the malignity 
with which recently such miserable falsehoods are 
circulated to my discredit. Overwhelmed as I 
am bv private cares, in addition to my public effi 
rial duties, and on conscientious principles as well 
bv necessity having abstained ever since my res- 
idence here from all sorts of public writing or 
public speech concerning secular affairs, why is 
mv character assailed in this manner by men of 
whom I know nothing and who evidently know 
nothing of me? The Iops of property by this un- 
warrantable act of the Surveyor at Evansville, I 
can submit to, but not to these base slanders upon 
my good name.

Ihe leading relteU are leaving this State with 
a stampede to avoid arrest. Breckinridge, Pres- 
ton, and others have gone. Desha, of Harrison. 
Jert this evening. 

Troop* are being concen rated at different 
points along the railroad at Lexington, Frank- 
fort. and other places. 

Zollicoffer’s cavalry are scouring the mountain 
country, and the. people are fleeing from the 
pmall towns. Troops should be sent to their re- 
lief. 

The Home Guard companies are being disarmed 
and their Captains held in custody by the Ten- 
nessee cavalry. 

There is great excitement here on account of 
the rumor that Louisville is not safe, and that a 
raid from Owen county is being instituted on this 
place. 

From China. — At present throughout the 
whole empire, and among all these 400,000,000, 
there does not appear even one man, or any one 
body of men, either imperialist or insurgent, on 
whom any dependence can be placed. The vonng 
Emperor, far away from his capital, and the in- 
surgent chief, given up to his new revelations, 
together with all their counsellors, seem alike in- 
competeut to maintain order or to prevent an- 
archy and misrule. Large armies are in the field 
but powerless, apparently, except for evil. Tbe 
distresses and perplexities of the people, under 
these circumstances, are dreadful beyond all de- 
scription. Property and life are alike exposed to 
deetruction — tbe helpless and the inn(>cent as well 
as the strong and tbe wicked. 

The insecurity of property and life is at present 
limited to the Chinese. Since tne allies entered 
Pekin, last year, foreigners have been safe, and 
have enjoyed almost perfect security for their 
property and their persons, not at the capital on- 
ly but all other places at tbe opsn ports and in 
the interior.

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Mr. Dent Appointed Provost Marshal. 
We take pleasure in publishing the following 
notice. The appointment of a Provost Mar- 
shal in this city wa» necessary, and Mr. Dent 
w»s the right man to receive it. He will per- 
form its duties with judgment but with energy. 
His vigilance aDd his industry will contribute 
essentially to the safety of our people and to 
the danger of spies, and traitors: 

Having been appoints! Provost Marshal of the 
city of Louisville by Brigadier General Robert 
Anderson, I hereby make proclamation of the 
fact, and that I want 400 stout, able bodied men, 
for infantry, and 100 of a like kind for cat airy, to 
act us a police force for the city. 

My headquarters are at the Mayor’s office, 
where 1 will receive such as are willing to enter 
the service and inform them of the pay. 

HENRY DENT, Provost Marshal 
Of the city of Louisville. 
Some of our citizens, we find, are under the 
imprestion that tho appointment of a Provost 
Marshal involves the declaration of martial 
law. Such however is not the fact. Martial 
law will not be declared here unless circum- 
stances shall arise rendering it necessary, and 
we trust that nothing will render it necessary. 
The present laws, if executed, are sufficient for 
all purposes, and tho members of the City 
Council and all others will be expected to co- 
operate cheerfully with the Executive authori- 
ties in their execution. Let no occasion be 
given for martial law if it can be avoided. 



A Groundless Fear. — Some of our citi- 
zens who entertain disloyal views and cherish 
disloyal sympathies are said to be fearful of 
molestation on account of their opinions. This 
is a groundless fear. The citizen who in prac- 
tice submits faithfully to the will of the con- 
stituted authorities regularly expressed may 
without molestation entertain whatever views 
and cherish whatever sympathies he pleases. 
Military power is evoked to put down not 
disloyal opinious but disloyal acts. The price 
of freedom from molcstat ion is not active sup 
port of the State but submission m good faith 
to the will of tho State lawfully declared 
Kentucky even ia this 6harp struggle for the 
preservation of her liberty and independence 
demands of her estranged and misguided chil- 
dren nothing but the abstinence from positive 
treason; she, indeed, appeals to them with 
touching dignity for “aid and comfort,” but 
if they turn coldly and unnaturally from this 
appeal, she demands only that they , shall not 
give “aid and comfort” to her enemies. But 
on this point Kentucky has spoken for herself. 
Let her recusant and fearful sons and daugh- 
ters mark her language and grow ashamed of 
their recusancy as they dismiss their fear. 

Iq a scries of resolutions passed over the 
Governor’s veto by both Houses of the Legis- 
lature and just proclaimed by the Governor un 
dor tho soal of his oflico to be the law of the 
land, the third resolution is as follows: 

Resolved, That in using the means which duty 
ami honor require shall lie used to expel the in- 
vaders from i he soil of Kentucky, no citizen shall 
be molested on accouat of bis political opir. 
ions — that no citizen's property shall be taken or 
cnntLcated because of such opinions, nor shall any 
slave bo set free by anv military commander; acd 
that all peaceable citizens who remain at heme 
and attend to tbeir private business, until legally 
called into the public service, as well as tbeir 
families, are ontitled to, and shall receive, the 
fullest protection of the Government in the enjoy- 
ment of their lives, their liberties, and their 
property. 

This is unmistakable, but this is not the 
whole utterance of the State on the point. Not 
content with this full and explicit announce 
inent of the largest toleration, the Legislature 
by tho nearly unanimous vote of ea-;h House 
Biiperadded the following clear and exhaustive 
declaration : 

YV ut»n* is the people of Kentucky have, from 
the beginning, ardently desired and still cherish 
the hop* that they may not be involved in the 
unnatural prevailing civil strife; that Kentucky 
is now, as she ever has been, willing and ready to 
interpose her friendly mediation, in adjusting 
terms rf p^ace and reconciliation alike honorable 
and just to all; but as her wishes to mediate and 
res! ore harmony may not avail at present, and a9 
i r is very desirable ihat the people, in the mean- 
time, should act in harmony, and be' at peace 
among themselves, so tli3t if they shall be in- 
volved in war, they will, as far as possible, re- 
lieve and palliate its calamities; therefore— 

1. Resolved, l hat if collisions between hostile 
armies should take place within our territory it 
is moa- earnestly recommended to the people of 
Kentucky not to engage in civil strife among 
themselves on account of differences of political 
opinion; that it is the duty of the people to he 
obedient to the civil authorities, and respect, in 
times of war as well as peace, all the rights guar- 
anteed to every citizen bv the Constitution and 
laws of i * land; that all good citizens, however 
they may differ in political opinions, should unite 
in protecting * ich other in their rights of life, 
property, and liberty against all and every inva- 
sion 'hereof by unlawful raids, mobs, marauding 
bands, or ot her evil-disposed persons, and aid tho 
civil authorities in arresting all such persons and 



fcjTln order to form anything like an ade- 
quate idea of tho patriotism, the gallantry, 
and the kind neighborly feeling of our breth- 
ren of Indiana, we should bear in mind tho 
important fact, that they had, before the re- 
cent invasion of Kentucky by the Confederate 
forces, furnished sixty full regiments, making 
sixty thousand volunteers, to light the battles 
of their country. Considering the youth of 
ludiana, one would naturally have supposed 
that this was quite as great a number of 'ol- 
uateers a* her population, however brave and 
loyal, could supply, and yet, when the cry 
went abroad that Kentucky was invaded, our 
chivalric neighbors, aroused by tho sound of 
her beloved name, poured their thousands at 
a lew hours' notice into her borders, and arc 
still pouring them in, with as much seeming 
profusion as if her young and giant cner 
gies had not before been taxed at all. She 
rushes to our rescue like a fresh and not like a 
half exhausted friend. She is giving us her 
best men, noble and gallant spirits, who will 
stand as firmly, as sternly, as resolutely a 8 
Kentucky’s own sons in the defence of Ken- 
tucky soil. 

This gratifying and eminently honorable 
fact, when tho Union shall have been restored 
to its integrity, its power, and its greatness, 
will live in the minds and hearts of the pres- 
ent generation and of the generations that arc 
to como after us. It will exercise through all 
the remnant of this century, and, we trust of 
the twentieth century, when the grass shall be 
green over us all, a happy and most beneficent 
influence. It will do more than all tho other 
events of our age to shame, to rebuke, to an 
nihilate the sectional spirit which has been 
supposed to exist, and certainly to somo ex- 
tent has existed, between Kentucky and the 
non-slavoholding States upon her border. We 
say States, for Ohio and Illinois are respond- 
ing to our call with an alacrity and an effect 
scarcely if at all inferior to that ot Indiana. 
They are sending to us the gallant spirits who 
fought and bled and conquered at Rich Moun- 
tain, at Laurel Hill, and other gory fields in 
Western Virginia. 

We need not say what should be expected of 
Kentucky’s own self when the three neighbors 
that stand upon her border are rallying so gen- 
erously and gloriously for her defence. Heav- 
en knows she will prove all unworthy of her 
ancient and established renown, unless, not- 
withstanding the vigorous aid she is receiving 
from across the beautiful river, she shall chief- 
ly owe her redemption from the polluting foot 
of invasion to her own prowess. She must 
whilst receiving gratefully the strength prof- 
fered to her by her friends, rely mainly upon 
her own. She must not let her storied glory 
be tarnished in this hour of terrible trial. 
From every neighborhood her men and her 
boys must gather beneath her standard. All 
of her counties should average a thousand men 
each, and the larger ones a proportionably 
greater number. No citizen of hers, no mat 
ter what his past course has been, can be a re- 
creant now, if he feels in his heart the slight- 
est aspiration to the honor of ever calling him 
self her son again. 

It is cheering to receive the intelligence that 
is coming to us daily and nightly from certain 
portions of Kentucky. It stirs the soul like 
bugle- blast oi victory. 1 n some counties, the 
whole of the able-bodied portion of the popu 
lation and even a portion of the partially infirm 
are grasping their weapons for the conflict, 
their loud shouts attesting their determination 
and their enthusiasm. And it would he strange 
indeed if they were not to rally thus, for Ken 
tucky must bo redeemed now, or hereafter 
through all time it will be a reproach to live 
within her borders. She, who has been the 
glory of the States, will be tbeir shame. 



rThe Editor of tho Kentucky Press pub- 
lishes the following extract from a letter re- 
ceived by him from a Confederate soldier at 
Camp Bartow, Manassas Junction, Va., dated 
1st September: 

li s hare been at (fus camp since the morning 
of Ur the battle , and I think il probable that tee 
trill remain here lor some length of time yet , at 
least until toe go into icinter quarters. It is the 
general •/pinion that our regiment trill quarter in 
Kentucky. 

“Our regiment will quarter in Kentucky.” 
So our people can see what they are to expect. 
,et them at once organize and arm themselves. 
If they have no other arms now, the old Ken- 
tucky rifle and double-barrelled shot-guns are 
good enough. Let Kentuckians be ready for 
those \ngrates who have been reared in our 
State and who intend 10 invade it as the sol 
diers of a foreign power. “Welcome them 
with bloody hands to hospitable graves. ” And 
whenever they como across one of those faith- 
less Kentuckians as invaders of their native 
State , shoot them down, for they do not deserve 
the slightest sympathy or mercy. 



bringiag them before the courts for trial. 

2. Resolved, That we, the Representatives of the 
present General Assembly, hereby pledge our- 
selves to a strict observance of the foregoing res- 
olution, and earnestly recommend a like observ- 
ance by all the people of the State of Kentucky. 

Such is the lofty spirit of magnanimity to- 
wards her own erring children in which Ken- 
tucky unsheathes the sword against the invader 
of her soil and the enemy of her country. In 
this spirit the State has summoned an army 
into the field and has called upon Gen. Ander- 
son to assume command of the army; in this 
spirit Gen. Anderson has answered the call 
and assumed the command; and in this spirit 
the war, though involving the life of the State, 
will l>e prosecuted on the part of the loyal 
authorities. Kentucky in this unparalleled 
juncture savs to her citizens of disloyal pro- 
clivities: “My honor is insulted, my rights ure 
trampled upon, my soil is invade^, my very 
cxisteuce as a free Commonwealth is menaced 
fearfully, and, although the united strength of 
my children is needed and I have called for it 
to protect and avenge me, you stand aloof and 
mock at my peril. Well! be it so, and, if you 
do not endeavor to resist and cripple the ener- 
gies of defence your recreancy may leave me, 
you shall not l>6 molested. Go! and 
God forgive you.” This is the pledge 
of Kentucky to her unfaithful children; and 
every loyal Kentuckian stands prepared to aid 
ia redeeming the pledge. Does every Ken- 
tuckian of merely disloyal opinions stand pre- 
pared in sincerity to accept this pledge? If 
so, or as far as it may bo so, all will be well. 
Heaven grant that it may be so. We feel a 
cheering persuasion that it will. 

Let citizens of disloyal proclivities abstain 
from molesting the State, and the State through 
iiono of its agents will molest them. If they 
are unwilling to enjoy freedom from molesta- 
tion on this condition, they might as well make 
up their minds at once to be molested, and 
banish all thought of peace; for, in such 
event, they will stand forth as active en- 
emies of the State. Whoever accepts the gen- 
erous plodge of the State, and abides faithfully 
by tho terms of the pledge, will be Lee from 
molestation; but ho who spurns the pledge, and 
gives “aid and comfort” to the invader, will 
deserve and receive the molestation due to a 
felon and a traitor. Let no halting recreant 
doubt this. Kentucky has shown that she knows 
how to be magaanimous and merciful to the 
misguided; 6he is ready to show that she knows 
how to be just to tho guilty; and woe to him 
who provokes the exhibition. 



€®*Gen. Buckner says in his proclamation 
that ho does not come among us “to molest 
any citizen, whatever may be his political 
opinions.” We wonder whether he supposes 
i fiat ho molests no citizen when he destroys 
the locks and dams of Green river, seizes rail- 
road cars and locomotives, burns bridges, and 
breaks up all railroad and all telegraphic in- 
tercourse.

Gen. Buckner's Vandalism — Tiie Grek 
River Locks Destroyed. — Last Saturday 
night lock No. 3 on Green River was blown 
up by order of Gen. S. B. Buckner, command 
er of the Confederate forces at Bowling Green. 
We are informed that the other two locks have 
also been destroyed. 

Gen. Buckner’s order for the destruction of 
lock No. 1 has fallen info our hands. It was 
entrusted to a spy named James Burnam, son 
of- Squire Burnam, of Bowling Green, with 
instructions to Geo. W. Triplett, the man to 
whom it was addressed. James Burnam was 
arrested at the ferry across Mud River, and, 
making an excuse to step aside for a few mo- 
ments, he tore the letter in pieces, but his cap- 
tors put the fragments together and read the 
following: 

Bowling Green, Sept. 19, 1861. 

Mr. Geo. W. Triplett — My Dear Sir; Your 
letter is received. Lock No. 1 must be destroyed. 
1 rely upon our frieLds at Owensboro to 



not an hour must be lost. The destruction is a 
great deal to me in crippling our adversary. As 
Kemble our friends without delay in sufficient 
force to accomplish the object. One of the best 
wavs is to open all the gates but one and to dig 
down behind the wall at both gates, to pul one or 
two kegs of powder behind the wall, to apply a 
slow match and blow the wall into the lock * If 
possible, it should be done in such a way as to 
leave a strong current through the lcck, which 
will empty the dam. Provide everything in ad- 
vance; do not fail; it is worth an effort.

The Union men, on learning Gen. Buck- 
ner’s intention from this letter, attempted to 
guard the locks, and rallied five or six 
hundred men for the purpose, but, ascertain- 
ing the approach of a greatly superior force of 
cavalry, they retreated, and the work of de- 
struction was done. 

For this deed Gen. S. B. Buckner, sooner 
or later, will have to render a terrible account. 
The locks and dams of Green river were a 
portion, and a large oue, of the pride and 
wealth of our State. We all remember at 
what cost of money and labor they were con- 
structed. They were one ot the most impor- 
tant and valuable internal improvements ever 
made in Kentucky. They opened a river 
market for the whole of the immense popula- 
tion of the Green River section. But, as a 
mere military maneuvre, they are ruthlessly 
swept away, remorselessly annihilated in a 
night by a renegade Kentuckian, who brings 
an army for the conquest of his native State. 
Railroad bridges, railroad tracks, locks and 
dams, river packets, public and private proper- 
ty of all descriptions, are recklessly sacrificed 
by the invaders in the pursuit of their accursed 
purposes.

AFFAIRS ON THE LOUISVILLE AND NASH- 
VILLE RAILROAD. 

Camp at Lebanon Junction,) 
September 22, 1861. ) 

I have been unable to get paper or ink or find 
time or opportunity to write to you before this. 
No person who has not experienced it himself can 
form any idea of the beauties and pleasures of 
Camp li r e. I can now readily account for the 
reason of the throe months soldiers in Virginia 
volunteering sd unanimously for the war, after 
experiencing so much danger during the Western 
Virginia campaign. The present encampment 
will, 1 am satisfied, prove very bonoficial to the 
Home Guard. They have now splendid opportu- 
nities of practicing the duties of soldiers, in- 
curring many of the dangers incident to that life. 
It is really surprising with what unanimity the 
Home Guard have remained at this post of danger 
ready and willing to obey all commands. As one 
of the officers of the Home Guard I felt it my 
duty to answer to the call made upon me and my 
company by the Brigadier General to proceed im- 
mediately down the Nashville road, but I never 
thought that our services would be needed beyond 
a day. When, however, it was intimated to the 
Home Guard by Gen. Sherman, that Lebanon 
Junction was a joint of importance to him and 
there wa3 some danger of its attack, it was glo- 
rious to soe with what unanimity they responded 
to the request. They nearly to a man remained 
at this pc t, volunteering tbeir services for ten 
days. 

We are now encamped in the beautiful grove 
on the north side of the railroad opposite the 
Junction Hotel. The first day of course we ex- 
perienced some embarrassments, but we were all 
in such excellent spirits and so eager for a fight 
that we wore willing to endure many greater 
hardships than lying upon the ground of a beau- 
tiful evening. T he first day over, we were sup- 
plied with everything necessary to our comfort — 
tents, the best of rations, consisting of good fresh 
beef, ham, beans, chicken, bread (not crackers), 
and also blankets of a substantial kind, which 
answer the purposes of a bed capitally. 

Several of the companies have been out on 
scouting expeditions, and have succeeded in hav- 
ing a bru h with the neighboring secesh, who in 
this, as in every State, exhibit a dastardly and 
cowardly disposition f*.r wholesale assassination, 
tearing up rails, burning bridges, &c. The 
Highland Guards, who have been stationed as 
Guard over the Barista wn bridge, were yester- 
day reinforced by the Hamilton Guards. A re- 
port having reached the General that the seces- 
sionists intended destroying it, this precaution 
was taken to anticipate their kind intentions. 

Gen. Rouleau, who is the adored of the camp, 
received marching orders this morning and has 
now probably taken possession of Elizabethtown. 
He was reinforced by the Forty-ninth Ohio and 
Madison (Indiana) Regiments, w ho accompanied 
him on the March. 

The members of the Home Guard who went to 
Louisville the first day have now nearly all re. 
turned to us and appear to er-joy themselves huge- 
ly. The camp is under command of Liout. Col. 
R. W. Johnson, a graduate of West Point and a 
splendid military man. 

We have company drills at eight o’clock every 
morning, closing with a dress parade at live 
o'clock. Captain Ilarlan, of the Crittenden Zou- 
aves, is designated to drill the battalion to-mor- 
row (Mondaj) at dress parade. By the way, 
Capt. Harlan deserves praise for the energy he 
has manifested in this expedition. A few words 
from him to bis men, impressing upon them their 
duty as Louisville soldiers to remain until there 
was no further need for their services, were suffi- 
cient to retain his entire command. 

The Crittenden Zouaves are very popular 
among us, and they are welcome guests at the 
headquarters of all the companies. To-night the 
Thirty-ninth Indiana, Colonel Harrison, passed, 
when we gave them three hearty cheers. The 
Forly-ninth Ohio, which passed yesterday, is 
armed with Enfield Rifles, aud is a splendid i em- 
inent of men. 

We will remain here until Saturday unless our 
services are needed ahead, which ia very likely. 
The party who burned the bridge over Rolling 
Fork, together with another secesh who tore up 
some rails above this station on the Lebanon 
Branch, throwing the cars off the track, and in- 
juring two of the Home Guard quite seriously, 
was arrested to-day astl will no doubt be dealt 
with according to law. 

This is written in Dr. T. J. Griffiths’s tent, the 
Surgeon of the Home Guard Regiment, and the 
most popular man iu cainp — if the presence of all 
the officers and writers and jokers of the camp 
around bis tent can indicate aoy such thing. The 
Doctor is-inimitable as a joker. 

Nothing of importance has occurred this after- 
noon. excepting the arrest of a member of the 
Sumpter Greys for emitting to perform the duty 
assigned him of mounted guard. 

By the way, the Sumpter Greys deserve a pass- 
ing notice. Their Captain, who is a very enter- 
prizing as he is a thorough military man, has 
given his men many opporlunies to see service. 
He has taken the company out repeatedly on 
scouting expeditions, and their labors have been 
rewarded in the seizure of contraband articles 
This company was in the advance in making the 
armed reconnoissance of Muldraugh’e Hill, and, 
finding no enemy, were not content till they had 
entered Elizabethtown w here they had a brush 
with a large force of secesh. The tight for a time 
was quite animated, but the superior drill of the 
Sumpters prevailed, and the socessionists were 
dispersed with several of their number wounded. 
The Sumpter Greys will be the last to forsake 
their post of duty. 

The Journal has been so complimentary of the 
Home Guards and tbeir action that it ban occurred 
to me to send you this humbly written and poorly 
digested letter, knowing it will be a good medium 
of ominunicalion between all Union men. 

A special order was read on dress parade this 
evening changing the name of the camp to that

IMPORTANT LOCAL NEWS. 

Indianapolis, Sept. 22. 

The following a despatch received by Gov. 
Morton from Gen. Anderson, dated Louisville, 
Saturday afternoon: 

“Information has just reached me that Buckner 
i* approaebiog with about 7,000 men; 1,200 cav- 
alry, and 21 pieces of artillery. 

“The road has been repaired and they are prob- 
ably at Elizabe htown. The men are said to be 
line looking and well armed. 

“My informant says that there 8 re no troops at 
Memphis. Send me all assistance you can. " 

Ila has despatched an agent to-day to the bor- 
der counties, with general orders to the Indiana 
Legion, looking to placing theso companies on a 
fooling available in any emergency. 

The orders are to meet often and regularly for 
drill; all members to provide themselves with 
such private arm* as mav be easily procured for 
the time being. The uniforming of the companies 
is waived until the Government furnishes arms. 
The ranks are to be filled up and the muster-roll 
to be returned to tbe Adjutant General’s office on 
the first of October. 

Gov. Morehead, Barr, and Durrett, reached 
here on Saturday on a special train and were sent 
through to Columbus. 

Officers with writs of habeas corpus followed, 
but arrived here too late. 

Governor Morton has just received information 
from Evansville that a messenger was arrested 
to-day up Green River, who was bearer of orders 
from General Buckner to a prominent secession- 
ist with a plan to destroy the locks on Green 
River. Two companies of Ol. Craft’s regiment 
and one hundred II me Guards have been sent up 
to protect ihe locks. 

From Washington. 

Washington, Sept. 21. 

Senator Biker, who refused a Brigadier Gen- 
eralship, has been appointed Major General of 
Volunteers; Simon B Brown, of illinois, Assis- 
tant Quartermaster; Wm. Blanchard, of Wash- 
ington, Consul to Melbourne. 

Prof. Bache, Superintendent Coast Survey, has 
been elected Foreign Corresponding Member of 
tbe French Academy of Sciences. 

The Postoflice Department is issuing two mil- 
lion postage stamps daily. 

Major Van Vliet and Major Barrv, of McClel- 
lan's staff, have been made Brigadier Generals. 

A grand review of McCall’s division, embracing 
thirteen Pennsylvania regiments, was held this 
morning by General McClellan and staff. Prince 
de Joinville and the Baltimore Bonaparte were 
present, the last unnoticed. 

The Case of Russell of the London Times. 

Washington, Sept. 22. 

The Secretary of State, in reply to memorials 
asking the attention of the Govnrnment to what 
they call treasonable matter in Russell's letter of 
August 10th, to the J«ondon Times, t ays it has 
been the habit of this Government to take no no- 
tice of representations, however obnoxious, by 
the press of foreign nations. 

The Government of the United States does not 
depend on the good will or favor of foreign na- 
tions, but upon the just support of the American 
peo| Is — that it seems to him that censure ought 
to fall upon th“se papers which reproduce these 
articles in this country rather than on the for- 
eigner who wrote the articles for remote publica- 
tion, and finally, that interference with the press 
even in case of existing insurrection can only be 
justified on grounds of public danger. 

This Government has only recognized, as wor- 
thy of observation, the language and actions of 
the executive organs of foreign states; and says 
the public .tion complained of had not arrested 
the attention of himself or any member of the 
Administration, that these representations stand 
upon the individual authority of the person mak- 
ing them. 

1'be Secretary of State has issued a circular in 
order to prevent seizures of property belonging 
to citizens of insurrectionary States not warrant- 
el by acts of Congress relating to that subject, 
and directs the special attention of the United 
States Marshal* to the provisions of thote ac*s. 

Capt. Lingerfelter, of Oregon, Company B. of 
B-ikers California Regiment, while out with five 
men scouting bevoi d the lines last night, was 
killed by the rebels in ambu-h. Sergeant Haines 
caught him falling, and shot tho assassin. The 
picket returned for the body, pistols, and sword, 
but they had been stolen. 

Heintzleman will probably have a brigade un- 
der McCall, who is likely to be made Major- 
General 

Forney 8 Sunday Chronicle says: “There is au- 
thority for saying that the Administration has 
never entertained the idea of removing General 
Fremont, and that he is as high in tbe confidence 
of the Government as when entering upon his 
mission. A member of the Cabinet wonders what 
authority and calls the question still undecided. 
The inclination of the Cabinet, is against Fre- 
mont, though not on account of bis proclamation 
The Blairs and army officers are against him, and 
General Meigs reports him acting wi'h great en- 
ergy, but is understood to consider his expenses 
unwarrantably large, but his hold on the West, 
the popularity of his proclamation, and the diffi 
culty of finding successors, make bis'removal a 
dangerous experiment. In tbe recent withdrawal 
of troops from his command some rind a disposi- 
tion to weak m him and to force a resignation. 

Twenty sailors, experienced gunners, were sent 
yesterday from Alexandria to the Mississippi 
fiO' ilia. 

No naval expedition has j'et sailed. Vast pre- 
parations are making. 

1 am assured by a member of Gen. McClellan's 
staff, most likely to know, that he haa made no 
order. -general or special, for the return of slaves. 
He won’t show hi* hand till the necessity de- 
mand*. 

C. W. LeContillier, of the Minnesota First, 
with six other surgeons of the New York regi- 
ments, released on parti*, arrived from Richmond 
to-night.

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I he letter of our correspondent at the 
Lebanon Junction Camp contained an allusion to 
two ladies of this city. Representations have 
since been made to him which iuduce him to think 
the statement of his informant untrue in regard 
to the language represented to have been used by 
the ladies, and accordingly he expunges the para- 
graph from the second edition of the letter. 

Those ladies are among the gentlest and love- 
liest and most accomplished of their sex, and 
they could under no conceivable circumstances do 
such violence to their own true and high natures 
as to use the language attributed to them or any 
other language not characteristic of the noblest 
refinement. 

Thk Mayor’s Proclamation. — There was 
a meeting of the two Boards of General 
Council last evening, the proceedings of which 
we publish elsewhere this morning. They em- 
brace a communication from Gen. Robert Ander- 
son, informing the councils of the appointment of 
Major Uanry Dent as Provost Marsha) of the city, 
and the action of the two Boards heartily approv- 
ing the appointment. 

We furnish also this morning the proclamation 
of His Honor the Mayor, requesting the propr e- 
tors of business houses in the city to close at four 
o’clock each afternoon, in order to ffford thote 
employed therein an opportunity to perfect them- 
selves in military tactics. The suggestion is em- 
inently proper, and we trust our business com- 
munity will comply with the Mayor’s request. 

Col. Jackson’s Regiment. — We under- 
stand a notion has somehow' got afloat that 
Col. Jackson’s regiment as soon as completed 
will be ordered to Washington. This is a sin- 
gular mistake. 

Col. Jackson s regiment, like every other 
body of men in the service of the Government, 
will be subject to the orders of the Govern- 
ment; but no sane man who reflects a moment 
can suppose the Government will order Ken- 
tucky troops out of Kentucky whilst the enemy 
is entrenched in the heart of the State or main- 
tains a foothold in our borders. The Govern- 
ment has enough for the Kentucky troops of 
all arms to do at home, and will probably 
have for some time to come. Such at any 
rate is the confident expectation of Col. Jack- 
son. 

As respects service beyond the limits of 
Kentucky, Col. Jackson’s regiment, therefore, 
stands on precisely the same footing with every 
other body of Kentuckians in the service. One 
is just as liable as another to be ordered to ex- 
terior points; but, in point of fact, none will 
be so ordered as long at least as the foot of the 
invader is upon our soil. 

Another Rebel Theft.— On Saturday night 
last a party of secessionists forcibly took a por- 
tion of the muskets belonging to the Home Guard 
at Brandenburg. Kach member of the Guard 
kept his own gun, and this fact being known to 
the revolutionists, a party of them, supposed to 
be some twenty or thirty in number, went to 
Brandenburg about 12 o’clock at night, visited 
the houses of the different members of the Guard, 
and demanded the guns. They succeeded in get- 
ting only about seventeen, when the alarm was 
given. The remaining members of the company 
assembled and succeeded in preventing the cap- 
ture of any more of the guns. The “seceders” 
betook themselves from town as soon as they dis- 
covered that the alarm was given and the com- 
pany were out and made their way with the guns, 
it is supposed, to Elizabethtown. It is thought 
that Gen. Buckner’s camp furnished some fifteen 
men to aasist in this outrage, thus protoctiDg the 
soil and citizens of Kentucky from an “insolent 
fbe!” It is known that some of the men were 
from his camp and were assisted by others who 
live in Meade county. 

The facts that have come to our knowledge con- 
clusively show that this foray, exactly similar to 
several others that we have heard of, was but 
part and parcel of a regular system of forcible 
depredation meant to extend throughout the State 
whereyer arms are to be found in the possession 
of loyal men. There are some thousands of 
weapons in such hands, and the plan of the inva- 
ders and their accomplices is to get the whole of 
them by midnight incursions. The members of 
the Home Guard everywhere should look well to 
this matter, exercising the utmost vigilance, and 
taking every precaution necessary to guard 
against seizure, by traitors, of the Mt*ms confided 
to them for loyal purposes. It is their duty, now 
that they are sufficiently warned, not to be taken 
by surprise. Surprise, after this, would be dis- 
grace to them — scarcely better than cowardice. 

&TA part of Capt. M. L. Duplasu s company 
has gone into camp at our Fair Grounds. A few 
more men are wanted to fill up this artillery 
company. Capt. D. is a gentleman of few words 
and much experience. He was for a number of 
years connected with the celebrated Captain 
Bragg, of “a little more grape” notoriety. With 
this officer he was in some severe engagements, 
and is now hastening to oppose him. He is to be 
found at his recruiting cilice on Fifth street, be- 
tween Jefferson and Green. 



RIVER AND STEAMBOAT NEWS. 

The river was about stationary last evening, 
with 1 feet 4 inches water in the canal. The 
weather is clear and pleasant. 

A number of the government fleet, which pass 
ed down on Sunday, the 15th inst., pa'.std up for 
Cincinnati yesterday.

[Special Correspondence of the Louisville Journal.] 
FROM GENERAL SHERMAN’S BRIGADE. 

Camp Anderson, Lebanon Junction, 
September 23, 18G1. 
Lieutenant Colonel Johnston’s general orders to 
the Home Guard, issued this afternoon, baptizes 
this camp as above, in honor of the “Hero of 
Sumter.” 

I have just arrived here, and find a wonderful 
change in the aspect of affairs. The train departs 
almost immediately, and I hasten to write, prom- 
ising to send details to-morrow, and only giving 
you the present situation. 

Early yesterday (Sunday) morning, before day- 
light, the troops, with the exception of the Home 
Guard*, departed in a body from their camp, and 
took up the line of march for the summit of Mul 
draugh’s Heights. The ford was crossed, and the 
troops on a rapid inarch were soon lost to view in 
the distant hills. 

George Jouett, Brigadier General Home Guard 
of Louisville, arrived in camp and reports the ad- 
vance already four miles beyond Elizabethtown, 
And it is rumored that the entire body has joined 
the advance. I will learn details and further 
news to-morrow. 

Varieties— Mozart Hall. — In consequence 
of the exciting times, the business of the Varie- 
ties was not such as to justify a continuation of 
the performances, but in compliment to the act- 
ing Manager and Treasurer, Mr. Eddy Bauer, 
his friends have tendered him a benefit for Friday 
night, when all the available talent, professional 
and amateur, now in the city have volunteered 
their assistance. The chief feature of the even- 
ing will be the Musical Olio, which will be car- 
ried out by The Great Heller. George Zoller, S. 
Duffield, Boutwell, McCann, and Wood Benson, 
as well as several well-known amateurs. Every 
body knows “Eddy Bauer,” and we doubt Dot 
everybody will endeavor to give him a bumper. 

Capt. Gibson’s Pickets Driven In. — We 
have already stated that Capt. T. W. Gibson, of 
this city, with a company of Home Guards, pro- 
ceeded down the river on board the B. J. Adam.*, 
on Saturday, and occupied West Point, at the 
mouth of Salt River. We learn that, on Sunday 
night, Capt. Gibson’s picket guards were drivon 
in by a troop of two hundred cavalry, under 
Mitchell Lapaille, of this city, with a loss of 
four of Capt. Gibson’s command. It is not known 
whether the missing men were killed or taken 
prisoners. When the steamer Commercial passed 
West Point after daylight this morning, every- 
thing was quiet at that point.

Important to Volunteers — Allotment 
Tickets.— The War Department has made tbe 
nece.'Sary orders to carry out the act of Congress 
relative to allotments of pay. Hereafter the re- 
cruit, upon enrolling his name, has only to desig- 
nate what proportion of bis monthly stipend shall 
be given to bis family to have the necessary 
minute made, and the sum paid regularly. The 
step is an important one. Large numbers of very 
de*irablo men have turned away from the recruit- 
ing station, because the officer could give them 
no assurance as to provision for their familios 
while they are absent on duty. Such assurance 
can now be had. It will be no difficult business 
for the families of needy volunteers to obtain ad- 
vances from friends and the charitable on the 
strength of the allotment ticket, so that tbe 
meansof support may be made available from the 
very day the recruit has entered the ranks.

Said 
committee shall power to send for p reons, and to report 
the facts, aud whether any action of this ( O-neral As- 
sembly is necessary. 

Mr. Read was appointed on the part of the Sen- 
ate.

Volunteers for the Defenc e of Louis- 
ville. — A meeting of military men and citizens 
generally was held on Sunday afternoon in the 
Fourteenth Ward Headquarters, Cincinnati, to 
ascertain how many citizens would volunteer to 
defend Louisville in the present emergency. The 
Gazette says that John D. Caldwell, E : q , was 
called to the Chair and E. R. Danelson elected 
Secretary. Col. Wiltsee briefly explained the 
object of the meeting. He stated that he had 
just returned from Louisville, where he had had 
an interview with Gen. Anderson, who was with- 
out an adeqiute force for the defence of the city 
In case of an advance upon it by any considerable 
body of rebels, and was extremely solicitous for 
the aid of a few hundred well-drilled men imme- 
diately. Col. Wiltree stated that those who vol- 
unteered would be discharged as soon as their 
places could be supplied by regular troops. Three 
companies of the Reserve Militia — the Rover, 
Kirby, and Pendleton Guards — promp ly volun- 
teered and were to leave for Louisville at twelve 
o'clock yesterday, unless General Mitchell should 
perchance provide for the necesrity this morning 
by ordering a regiment from Camp Dennison.

The Habeas Corpus in Baltimore. — After 
the five secession members of the Legislature were 
arrested on Monday, by order of Gen. Dix, and 
takeu to Fort McHenry, a man by the name of 
Joseph Wicks, from the eastern shore of Mary- 
land, undertook to get out writs of habeas corpus 
for their release.

Washington, Sept. 22. 
From developments made to-day 1 am aatiefied 
that the statement forwarded last night, purport- 
ing to come from a man juat from Matiattus, con- 
cerning the ctreDgtb and condition of tbe rebels, 
was garbled coining through a third party to-day. 
I have *een him. and his statement is very clear 
and confirmed by numerous other statements made 
by other reliable parties. 11 m position of late at 
Richmond, Manassas, Winchester, Harper's Ferry, 
Mudxid b Hill, and Fairfax, at various period*, 
and his extensive acquaintance with men and 
things, have enabled him to judge well of the 
condition and movement of the rebels. lie sivb 
the number of troops from Richmond to the Po- 
toniic, at Leesburg in one direction and Acquia 
and Matthias points in another, may safely be 
put down at 175,000; 50,000 of them were at 
Richmond three days ago, and another 50,000 at 
Manassas, while the remaining 75,000 are secretly 
moving along from that point to Munson’s Hill 
and from the vicinity of Noland’s Ferry to Har- 
per's Ferry, and on the Potomac, south of Alex- 
andria, from the vicinity of Acquia Creek and 
Matthias point. The mui'ia at ’he trenches at 
Leesburg number about 5,000. There arc about 
• ►,000 in the vicinity of Noland's Fern'. The 
force at Fairfax Court House is quite small. 

Generals Beauregard and Johnson make Fair- 
fax Court He ine tb*ir headquarters. The main 
battery on Munson’s Hill consists of three 42- 
(►ounders. In the rear of this is another battery 
more secure, containing three guns. The men 
are generally well clad, but not with winter 
clothing, and are beginning to suffer for the want 
of them, and especially those from the extreme 
Southern State*. Blankets are very much need- 
ed at night, and it is considered a thing impossi- 
ble to supply their wants. The troops have no 
shoes but those they brought from home, and 
most of them are at>out used up, aud there is no 
possible means for supplying tbe articles. They 
cannot be manufactured', a* leather is scarce and 
there being no neats foot oil to be had and cannot 
be, procured for the manufacture of leather. 

The cotton crop which has been pledged for the 
Confederate loan is not to be moved to the sea- 
l>oard cities until ready for shipment for fear of 
seizure. 

There have l»een prossed into the Confederate 
service nearly all the teams and horses in the 
valley of Virginia. Farmer* are thus deprived of 
the iMual advantages for tilling tbe ground pre- 
paratory to sowing their next wheat and corn 
crops. Forage for horses is being rapidly bought 
up, showing that a speedy move is about to take 
place. Between Acquia Creek and Alexandria 
two new batteries, oue five and the other ten 
miles above, have been erected. The work on 
them has been done on dark night*. The inten- 
tion seems to be tbe erection of similar defences 
along the Potomac up to a point as near Alex- 
andria as practicable. 

He says the rebels were safe in regard to the 
protection of the Potomac, between Acquia 
• ’reck and Matthias Point, and that this fueling of 
security has probably arisen fiom the fact that 
contraband goods, have, iu man}- instances, been 
carried across from the counties of Charles and St. 
Mary's into Virginia. (Jn the Maryland side in 
these two counties signal lights have been no- 
ticed, giving the rebels timely warning of the 
passage at night cf any of our sailing vessels. 
My informant learned, before leaving Man&ssa*, 
that the anticipated advance will be irmdesimul 
taneomly at Noland’s Ferry, Alexandria, and at 
a point between Acqua creek and Mathias Point. 
The movement at Alexandria will probably be a 
feint. They have made every attempt to induce 
Major General McClellan t»* attack their masked 
batteries, but are now satisfied that he will not 
attack them. 

My informant was atked if he ever heard of a 
new plan to assassinate Major General McClel- 
lan? lie said he never did, but he had heard 
of something about assassinating President Lin- 
coln, whom they assert to be tho head and front 
of ail their trouble. He says they regret that 
Gen. McClellan m in command, and express the 
hope that General Scott will again assume it. He 
says that Jeff. Davi*, although not dead, was 
quite feeble when his death was announced, aud 
that his health 16 decling fast. 

Tbe gentleman from whom the above informa- 
tion is obtained had a high position in the rebel 
army and had the confidence of Beauregard. He 
is a native of Virginia. 

A Union woman, residing at Searnisville, ar- 
rived here to-day. She report that there are not 
more than fifteen or twenty thousand rebels in 
Fairfax county. It was their intention to at- 
tempt a crossing somewhere on the upper Poto- 
mac. They bad moved a large portion to cross 
and then by a fl.ii: k movement cut oil Banks's 
division. Tuey swear vengeance against himard 
his gallant army, aud seem more unx'ous for an 
engagement with them than with General Mc- 
Clellan. 

fcEAvrwwoRTH, Sept. 20. 

The Times this iik roing learns that a fight took 
place at , Mo., on Tuesday morning be- 

tween 600 Federal* troops uoder Colonel Me nt- 
gomery and Colonel Johnson and 100 rebels, in 
which the lattor were completely routed with a 
loss of seven killed and UK) horses and all their 
teotg and supplies. Our force lost two killed and 
fcix wounde*!. Colonel Johnson, while riding at 
the head of his command, was pie*ced by nine 
balls and instantly killed. The bulls took effect 
in bis head, two buck-'hot in the neck, one bullet 
in the left shoulder, one in the left thigh, or e in 
the right hand, and ono in the left band. He 
fell, urging Lis men to tight for the stars and 
stripes. 

Jrkfklson Citv, S-'pt. 22— Midnight. 

A despatch r i ived here to-uighi says the 
Federal troops at Lexington surrender! d to the 
rebels on Friday afternoon, for want of water. 
Bon McCullough on Monday last was inarching 
on Lexinjtfon.

Tho otaamcr Sunshine was brought down here 
to day. She is not disabled, as reported. Fhe 
will doubt less be seized, as it is said here that the 
Ciptain was paid in Confederate bonds for his ser- 
vices in ferrying Green's forces across the river at 
Glasgow. 

St. Louis, Sept. 22. 

All the officers of General Fremont’s staff were 
to-day ordered to repjrt themselves at head- 
quarters forthwith. 

Nkw York, Sept. 23. 

About ten o’clock last night the police di cov- 
ered that lar^e rocks had been placed on the Hud- 
son River R ail road, from Hundrod and Second to 
Hundred and Eighteenth streets. At the point 
there is a very high embankment, a' d as tho ex- 
press train from Albany is due at 1 1 o’clock, it 
might have caused a fearful loss of life. 

The Journal of Commerce says that Secretary 
Chase lias prepared an expo ition of the law re- 
lating both to the confiscation of Southern prop- 
erty and the prohibition of commercial intercourse 
with the insurgents. It gives positive assurance 
that money on deposit in banks and elsewhen in 
loyal States will not he disturbed, unU-s there is 
sufficient reason to believe that it is to be used in 
aid of the rebellion. 1 he matter of fact that it 
lnslongs to a resident of the States declared to be 
in a slate of insurrection is not to be considered a 
reason for i's arrest, and it may remain on de- 
posit as ULdisturbed as if it wore owned in this 
city.

Charles G. Ramsey, proprietor of the Evening 
News, was arrested this afternoon by order of the 
Provost Marshal, and taken to headquarters for 
examine tion. Flits offen e was publishing an edi- 
torial article to day, entltlfd “The fall of Lex- 
ington,” reflecting in bitter terms on the corduct 
of the campaign, and upon the military authori- 
ties in the Department of tbe West. 

His paper was suppressed and all the manu- 
scripts in his office were seized, and the building 
is now in possession of the Provost guard. It is 
supposed that if the author of tbe article ia named 
tbe paper will be allowed to continue.

obtain; and to accomplish that object is author- 
ized to draw bis warrant on the treasury for such 
sums as may be necessary, not exceeding, iu the 
aggregate, three thousand dollars.

1. Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com 
inonwealth of Kentucky, That Kentucky has al- 
wa\ s locked upon the Union of the States, ai d 
the’ preservation of liberty, as one and insepomble, 
now and forever. 

2. Resolved , that we assumed neutrality and 
mediation not to destroy, but to preserve the uni 
ty of States; not to cast off our allegiance to the 
Federal Government, but to try and win hack 
peaceably, by proper mediation and comproaise, 
the seceded States to their allegiance. 

3. Resolt'td, That when we assumed neutrality 
we intend d it merely as an abeyance of our con 
sti'u ional duty by the sufferance, not independ 
once, of the General Government, nor for the self- 
ish purpose alone of preserving our peace, but for 
the far nobler and holier parp- so of refraining 
from the combat so that we could sppeal both to 
the North and South to stay the fratricidal and 
unnatural combat, and to offer our services as me- 
diator to adjust the difficulties that unhappily had 
arisen and restore the work of our fathers. 

4. Resolved, therefore. That when theGen«r»l 
Government occupies our soil for its defence, in 
pursuance of a constitutional right, it neither 
compromises our assumed neutrality, or gives the 
right to the Confederate forces to invade our 
State on the assumption that our neutrality has 
been violat'd, especially wh n they first set foot 
up^n our A' til upon the plea of military necessity. 

6. Resolved, fur. her. That the toner of Ken- 
tucky will not permit her to make any concessions 
or promises to the Confederate forces as long as 
one hostile foot pre : ses her soil. 

6. Resolved, That Kentucky's neutrality has 
not been assumed from fear, but frem love to all 
parts of the Union, and if she is forced into this 
combat, that with a brave heart, and clear con- 
science she will sppeal fearlessly to the G-‘d of 
battler; and if that dread hour must come, Ken 
tucky expects every eon to do bis duty; she ap- 
peals to them by all the cherished memories of 
t he past — by the memory of Raison, of New Or- 
leans. of Busna Vista; by all the rich hopes of 
the tutors she demands that they standby her 
until the last armed invader is driven from her 
soil. Who will be so base as to desert her? Who 
will stand before history as both traitor and cow- 
ard to the State wbo«e great heart tbroba with 
uudying love to the sisterhood of States, knowing 
no sectional limits but in her love, embracing h 
boundless continent? If there bo such a one, 
may his name be handed down with infamy to 
the' remotest time.
